“Using the physical senses enhances the experience. It 
draws their attention to then concentrate on what is going 
on and focuses their learning experience,” he said.

Ludlow said. 

Participating in the Passover leaves enough of a lasting 
impression that it helps them identify with it and do 


The Savior’s Last Supper was the celebration of the 
Jewish Passover occurring that week. “The Passover 
pointed both backward to the deliverance of Israel from 
Egyptian bondage and forward to the Messianic redemp- 
tion from spiritual bondage,” Ludlow said. 

Ludlow said a physical activity helps to focus the chan- 
nel “by which we direct our prayers, our petitions and our 
efforts.” 

Gary Anderson, associate professor of Church History, 
said his family participates in its own Easter celebration. 

He said Easter is a time when we gather the family 
around and participate in a very simple family home 
evening in honor of the Savior’s gift. 

In celebration of the newness of life and the awakening 
of spring, we do those things that help reflect the offering 
of the Savior, his life, death and resurrection, he said. 

Anderson said the Sabbath day is in commemoration of 
the resurrection of the Savior on the first day of the week. 

Quoting former President David O. McKay, Anderson 
said, “Our observance or non-observance of the Sabbath 
is an unerring measure of our attitude toward the Lord 
personally and toward his suffering in Gethsemane and 
his death on the cross. Do we realize that most national 
holidays are observed more widely than is the Sabbath, so 
far as its divine purpose is concerned?” :

Utah to get $3.3 million for drug war 


SALT LAKE CITY — The federal government will provide $3.3 million 
for the drug war in Utah in the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The grant from the Department of Justice is “just about double the amount 
we were given last year,” the governor said. 

“Drugs have to be one of our top priorities,” Bangerter said, adding that 
state and local law-enforcement officials “have done a really good job over the 
past few years in intercepting the drug traffic through Utah.” 

Public Safety Commissioner Doug Bodrero said the department had no 
official estimate of the amount of cocaine or other narcotics seized in recent 
years, but said “it would be several thousand pounds of cocaine.” 

The federal funding level is based on population, and with an across-the- 
board budget increase, all states received larger amounts this year, said Mark 
Jones, director of the Commission on Criminal and Juvenile Justice. 

A good portion of the federal grant will be channeled to local agencies and to 
multi-jurisdictional task forces, Bodrero said. 

Two proposals Commissioner Bodrero hopes to fund out of the grant are a 
satellite state crime lab at Southern Utah State College in Cedar City and a 
specialized team to crack down on secret methamphetamine laboratories. 

“We’re not seeing as many of the big shipments of cocaine anymore. The 
Feds are having some effect on the supply,” Bodrero said. 


‘Nemo’ trial delayed for sanity evaluation: 


SALT LAKE CITY — A preliminary hearing for a businessman accused of 
slaying a local contractor has been delayed while his attorney seeks a sanity 
evaluation. 

Eugene Nate Woodland, 60, also known as Capt. Nemo, is charged with 
second-degree murder and aggravated assault in the shooting death of Bruce 
Larson, 40, Sandy, and the wounding of Glen Fisk on March 28. 

Larson was killed in a building that Woodland once owned and dreamed of 
turning into a dinner theater and fitness club. Larson, whose company was 
working on the building for Woodland, obtained it at a sheriffs sale following a 
Woodland bankruptcy action. : 

Woodland, who owned a car painted like a fish and a huge jet-powered boat 
called the Nautilus that looked like a hammerhead shark, once yearned to 
become the host of a children’s television program. 

Attorney Phil Hansen said he would file a motion in 3rd District Court 
requesting a psychiatric evaluation for Woodland. 


61 Reps. oppose funding of obscene art 


WASHINGTON — Utah Representatives Jim Hansen and Howard 
Nielson are among 61 House members calling for an end to tax subsidies for art 
projects that are obscene, indecent or sacrilegious. 

The congressmen wrote President Bush saying that under current law, the 
National Endowment for the Arts “can refuse to fund only those obscene 
works that are prosecutable because they have no artistic merit.” 

When the national endowment authorization bill reaches the House floor, 
the group said, “we will support amendments to ensure that the NEA can and 
will deny the use of tax dollars to fund projects that are obscene, indecent or 
sacrilegious.” . 

The details of who and how that would be determined were not fully 
explained. 

“This is not congressional interference. This is an effort to provide your 
appointees with the authority to do their job,” their letter said. 

Bush, while saying he has been “deeply offended by some of the filth” 
funded, has preferred no such legislation and wants to leave the selection of 
projects for funding to endowment Chairman John Frohnmayer.

StarKist pro-dolphin policy wins praise 

WASHINGTON — StarKist, the world’s largest tuna canner, said 
Thursday it will no longer buy or sell tuna captured along with dolphins, 
winning strong praise from environmentalists who have long sought to protect 
dolphins from fishing nets. Environmentalists and lawmakers said they hoped 
the move would save some of the estimated 100,000 dolphins that die annually 
in the huge driftnets used to catch schools of tuna. 

“StarKist will not purchase any tuna caught in association with dolphins,” 
said Anthony J.F. O’Reilly, president of the H.J. Heinz Co., which owns the 
StarKist Seafood Co. ; 

“StarKist will sell only dolphin-free tuna,” he said at a news conference. 

The change could cost consumers “a couple or more cents” per can, O’Reilly 
said, adding that he hoped sales would increase with the announcement and 
that some increased costs “will be compensated by increased volume.” 

StarKist has a 35 percent share of the U.S. tuna market and is the world’s 
largest tuna canner.

National retail sales 
continue to decline

WASHINGTON — A late-starting 
Easter selling season and a continu- 
ing auto slump combined to push re- 
tail sales down for the second straight 
month, the government said Thurs- 
day. 

March sales fell 0.6 percent to a 
seasonally adjusted $148.6 billion. af- 
ter a 0.8 percent drop in February, 
the Commerce Department reported. 

The drop was the steepest in five 
months and marked the first back-to- 
back sales slump since October and 
November 1986. Only food stores 
posted higher sales. 

“Consumers ... seem to be much 
more wary of spending money than 
they had been,” said economist S. Jay 
Levy of Levy Economic Forecasts in 
Chappaqua, N.Y. “With home prices 
in many areas of the country falling, I 
think this gives pause to many peo- 
ple.” . 

However, analysts pointed to a 
number of mitigating factors that 
softened the news: 

eFebruary sales, originally re- 
ported as falling 0.9 percent and later 
revised to a minus 0.8 percent, were 
revised upward again, this time 
sharply. 

@®Both months followed a very 
strong January increase of 2.8 per- 
cent. 

easter this year falls three weeks 
later than it did last. year. Some cloth- 
ing and department store sales that 
would have occurred in March with an 
earlier Easter were thus shifted to 
April. 

“March was weak but, to me, it was 
a deceptive weakness,” , said 
economist Robert G. Dederi€k of 
Northern Trust Co. “It’s another one 
of those more-of-the-same reports. .. 
The consumer is sort of doing what 
the economy is doing. He’s plodding 
ahead, but not in a straight line.” 

Sales in the first three months of 
the year were up 5.5 percent from the 
same period of 1989. However, some 
of the gain was attributed to unsea- 
sonably mild weather and auto dis- 
counting in January.

And he says a lion-guarded home is 
a safe home. 

“Thieves are smart. They always 
scope out their targets — if there’s a 
lion on the premises they won't try 
robbing the house,” he said. 

One happy customer is Ana Maria 
Conceicao de Oliveira, who lives with 
her husband, 13-year-old daughter, 
and “Mikey,” the 20-month-old family 
lion, who occupies a large pen in the 
backyard. 

“We bought Mikey to scare away 
burglars and I’m sure no thief would 
enter our house. People around the 
neighborhood know we have a lion, so 
the word is out,” she said. 

Gonzalez denies having any prob- 
lems with customers, but the Rio 
newspaper Jornal do Brasil reported 
at least one woman was unhappy with 
her lion and resold it because he had 
ripped up her bathroom when she 
gave him a bath.

2 Y students 
going to Cairo

The Center for Arabic Studies 
(CASA) is sponsoring two BYU stu- 
dents to study at the American Uni- 
versity in Cairo, Egypt, for one year. 

Holly Horton, a 25-year-old gradu- 
ate student in Near Eastern Studies 
from Jerusalem, and Steve Oakey, a 
30-year-old graduate student in Near 
Eastern Studies from Rexburg, 
{daho, are among the 22 chosen from 
85 applicants nationwide. 

“It is the top Arabic program there 
is in the world,” said Kirk Belnap, a 
professor in Asian and Near Eastern 
Languages. 

Horton and Oakey will be taught by 
native Egyptian professors. They will 
begin this summer by studying spo- 
ken Arabic. In the fall they will study 
literary Arabic, and in the spring the 
teachers will individualize instruction 
to the student’s interests. 

“CASA is a consortium of U.S. uni- 
versities,” Belnap said. The program 
is funded mainly by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Belnap said the government spon- 
sors the program because Arabic is 
one of the five priority languages. “It 
is in our national interest to develop 
scholars because of strategic and eco- 
nomic importance (of Arabic-speak- 
ing countries).” 

Horton and Oakey were required to 
take a test that consisted of grammar, 
vocabulary, translation, writing, and 
an oral test. 

They said one of the reasons they 
were chosen was because of their lan- 
guage experience in the Intensive 
Arabic program in BY U’s Jerusalem 
Center. 

. Belnap said, “Our program is one 
of the best in the country.”~ 

“In the past we have never sent 
more than one student. Now because 
of the Intensive Arabic program in 
Jerusalem it looks like we’ll be send- 
ing two or three a year,” Belnap said. 

Horton said, “It (the CASA pro- 
gram) fits into my plans for graduate 
work in Semitic languages.” Oakey 
said he wanted to study the language 
in a native country.

BYU students are a key resource 
for FBI recruiters because of their 
unique patriotism, ethics and values, 
said an F'BI special agent who inter- 
viewed students last week in the 
Placement Center. 

Marshall Sullivan said BYU ac- 
counting, prelaw and science majors 
are interviewed extensively every 
spring and fall by the FBI in order to 
isolate candidates for special agent 
positions. 

“The basic requirements for these 
positions are that the individual be at 
least 23 years old, a United States 
citizen, speak a foreign language flu- 
ently, and most often has a degree in 
either accounting or law,” he said. 

Sullivan said the FBI prefers stu- 
dents from these majors for a variety 
of reasons. “These days, white collar 
crime is becoming very sophisti- 
cated. It is important that we have 
people working for us who know 
how, for example, to subpoena 
records and analyze the legalities of 
certain practices.” 

“Accountants are also very good 
at recognizing financial crimes, or 
crimes where computer accounting

Hatch said 
the rabbit’s fertility symbolizes life, 
thus it’s link to the resurrection. 

Janice Messner, 19-year-old fresh- 
man from Albany, Missouri majoring 
in advertising, said her most memora- 
ble Easter tradition was going to the 
town courthouse Saturday morning 
for an Easter egg hunt. 

She said the Easter Bunny usually 
left her a stuffed animal in her basket 
while Stone said the tradition in her 
home was to receive children’s Easter 
books. 

New dresses are also associated 
with Easter. Laurie Ellis, a 23-year- 
old senior from Novato, Calif. major- 
ing in English, said she remembers 
her mother would get all the girls in 
the family new dresses for Easter. 

Hatch said the tradition to get new 
clothes came about when “early 
Christians who were baptized during 
Easter vigil services wore new white 
robes for the occasion.”

“The onlookers themselves consti- 
tute the Easter parade, which is sim- 
ply made of the large numbers of peo- 
ple who come to see and be seen,” 
Hatch said.

Middleton said he would like to 
someday begin a tradition of having a 
family dinner on Easter eve, visiting 
a cemetery to feel the solemness of a 
loved one’s death and waking up at 
sunrise for a Easter service to cele- 
brate Christ’s resurrection. 

The sunrise service has many vari- 
ations in the United States. Hatch 
said California may have more sun- 
rise services with the most variety of 
settings than any other state.

Sandhill cranes make Utah their rest stop |

Spring is the time when the swal- 
lows go back to Capistrano. It is also 
the time when the cranes migrate 
through Utah. 

Thousands of sandhill cranes make 
Utah one of their “rest stops” in their 
1,000 mile annual migration across 
the Rocky Mountain area. 

The cranes are about three feet tall 
and their wing span can measure 
more than five feet across. Sandhill 
cranes are grey-brown and have red 
markings on the top of their heads. 

Each bird may only spend a day in 
Utah, but it takes about four weeks 
for all the cranes to get through, said 
Ron Stewart at the Division of 
Wildlife Resources Vernal office. 

At this time of year, the birds are 
headed to breeding grounds in north- 
ern Utah, Wyoming, western. Colo- 


rado, Idaho and southern Montana. 
As the weather turns colder in the 
fall, they migrate to warmer areas. 

They have a flight route that takes 
them to parts of Colorado, Arizona 
and New Mexico, said Stewart. 

One of the wintering grounds for 
the birds is the Bosque del Apache 
National Wildlife Refuge in New 
Mexico. 

The Rocky Mountain population of 
sandhill cranes numbers about 
19,000. Other. states in the area have 
regular hunting seasons on the birds. 
This year is the first time Utah has 
had a season, said Stewart. 

The cranes can be seen in the north- 
east part of Utah in the Jensen area 
along the Green River corridor, north 
and south of Highway 40 and west and 
southwest of Stewart Lake.

The birds begin their trip atthe end 
of March and continue to come 
through Utah for about four weeks, 
said Stewart. 

A federally protected endangered 
bird sometimes travels along with the 
sandhill crane. The whooping crane 
lives in the same habitat as: the sand- 
hill crane and may follow the same 
flight routes. 

The whooping crane stands about 
five feet tall and is white with black 
wing tips. The legs are red and the 
need is a combination of black and 
red. 

Sightings are not frequent. “For 
thousands of sandhill cranes that pass 
through~ Utah, there; may. be ~13

The third portion of a five-phase 
Discovery Land at Hogle Zoo is now 
open. The “Knoll and Burrow” is an 
above and below ground exhibit that 
showcases burrowing and hillside ani- 
mals. 

Discovery Land is different from 
other portions of the zoo. It is more 
hands-on. Other zoos have signs ev- 
erywhere saying “Do Not Touch.” In 
Discovery Land, all the signs say 
“Please Touch,” said a spokesman 
from Hogle Zoo. 

“We're trying to get to a more edu- 
cational angle. It’s supposed to be 
more of a learning experience,” said a 
spokesman. Two other portions of 
Discovery Land, amarsh/swamp area 


and a desert habitat, are planned. 

The “Knoll and Burrow” exhibit is 
the latest of five planned additions to 
be completed. A hands-on display 
demonstrates the echolocation abili- 
ties of fruit bats. “Echolocation works 
like radar,” said the spokesman. The 
bats emit squeaks and they are able to 
sense from the returning sound vibra- 
tions the shape of objects around 
them. 

Another inhabitant of the exhibit is 
the springhare, a nocturnal rodent 
found in the plains of Africa. Also in 
the exhibit is the cacomistle, a noctur- 
nal relative of the raccoon. 

Scorpions, hedgehogs, blind cave- 
fish and marmots round out the ex- 
hibit. The zoo, open 9a.m. to5p.m., 
seven days a week, is located at 2600 
E. Sunnyside Ave. in Salt Lake City. 


Exam results show Bush ts fit 
but has an early glaucoma

BETHESDA, Md. - — President 
Bush is suffering from “an early glau- 
coma” in his left eye, medical tests 
disclosed today. 

The glaucoma, which the White 
House said has not affected his vision, 
was discovered during a routine phys- 
ical at Bethesda Naval Hospital, the 
White House said. It will be treated 
with eye drops. 

In general, Bush “is in excellent 
health,” said White House physician 
Dr. Burton Lee in a statement re- 
leased by the press office. 

“He continued to keep extremely 
fit through vigorous physical activi- 
ties,” Lee said. 

The glaucoma will be treated with 
Betagen eye drops, which Bush will 
take permanently. The dosage is one 
drop every 12 hours, press secretary 
Marlin Fitzwater said in the state- 


ment. 

Bush has had a sty in his right eye 
for the past week, however, it is 
nearly gone after treatments with 
soaks and antibiotics, ,Fitzwater said, 

He said X-rays of Bush’s hips and 
neck showed mild degenerative os- 
teoarthritis, a condition disclosed in 
past physical examinations. 

During four hours of tests and ex- 
amination, he also underwent chest 
X-rays, which were normal; an elec- 
trocardiogram and stress tests, which 
were normal; urinalysis showing no 
abnormality; blood tests which were 
normal; and a dermatology exam, 
showing “no significant problem. or 
change,” Fitzwater said. 

The only problem cited during last 
year’s physical was a cyst on the third 
finger of Bush’s right hand. 

The cyst was surgically removed 
last October and later was_ pro- 
nounced benign.

Violence in Jerusalem 
mars Easter celebrations

JERUSALEM — Police fired tear 
gas Thursday to end a Christian 
protest over a Jewish settlement, and 
fought Palestinian stone-throwers as 
foreign tourists, visiting the city for 
Easter, tried to avoid the violence. 

The latest religious dispute began 
Wednesday when Ultra-Orthodox 
Jewish families moved under police 
guard into a four-building complex in 
the heart of a Christian neighbor- 
hood. 

The group, calling itself Naot 
David, which is Hebrew for 
Dwellings of David, says it bought the 
buildings from a Christian. 

However, the Greek Orthodox 
Church filed a lawsuit saying it owns 
the complex, which was illegally sold 
by a former tenant. The Jerusalem 
magistrate’s court ruled late Thurs- 
day that the settlers must leave. 

A spokesman for the 150 settlers, 
David Ben-Ami, said they would ap- 
peal, and police agreed for now not to 
expel them. 

The founding of the new settlement 
during Easter week particularly an- 
gered the Palestinian Christian com- 
munity, which perceives it as a threat 
to their small neighborhood within 
the walled city. 

The new Jewish enclave also set off 
a dispute between Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek and the Israeli govern- 
ment. 

“There is no question that the tim- 
ing of their move lacks wisdom and 
sensitivity,” said a statement by 
Kollek, himself a Jew. 

Thursday’s violence began when 
police fired tear gas and pushed about 
200 demonstrating Christian clerics 
and supporters away from the Jewish 
settlement. 


Witnesses said police charged after | 


a priest who had torn down a poster 
picturing an Israeli Star of David that 
had been pasted over a cross on the 
door. 

Greek Orthodox Patriarch 
Diodorus I was overcome by the gas 
and_collapsed, and several other cler- 
ies were also sickened by .gas, said 
witnesses. 

Later Thursday, Arab youths 
raised an outlawed Palestinian flag on 
the roof of the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher, and police raced after the 
youths to the Greek Orthodox patri- 


archate. y

The standoff ended when Kollek, | 
who came to the patriarchate to ex- 
tend Easter greetings, intervened 
with police.

Police said three Palestinians were 
arrested in other stone-throwing dis- 
turbances. 

Just before nightfall, as tourists 
wandered through the narrow streets 
in the area, many seemed bewildered, 
wondering which way to go to avoid 
trouble. 

Kollek criticized the Israeli govern- 
ment for not intervening, saying the 
dispute “has international repercus- 
sions.” 

But Yossi Achimeir, spokesman for 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, said 
Arab Christians were being unrea- 
sonable. 

“Jews are entitled to live every- 
where, especially in our eternal capi- 
tal,” Achimeir told The Associated 
Press. 

Shamir’s government has consis- 
tently championed the right of Jews
